The reason is that the prior art does not teach a housing into which a shelf label 
is inserted and a suspension device pivotally mounted to the housing for mounting to 
the free cantilever end of a blister hook, wherein the suspension device is a yoke is 
constructed in a manner of a fork having prongs which are pivotally connected to the 
housing and wherein a crossbar is connected to the pliable sleeve, the pliable sleeve 
being closed on itself around the cross strut.
